Deep grief throughout the country 
over. the death Friday of Frank L.

JUnN W. YOPP, DIES 


Owner of ‘Southern Peri- 
“odical” Publishing Com- 
pany Succumbs Satur- 
day After Brief Illness. 


John W. Yopp, prominent Atlantan, 
died at a local hospital Saturday 
night at 8 o’clock after a short illness. 
Mr. Yopp had been in excellent health 
until a few days after Christmas when 
he became ill at his home and was 
removed to the hospital, where his 
condition became steadily worse. 

Mr. Yopp was owner of the South- 
ern Periodical Publishing company, 
which firm publishes a number of 
trade journals, among them being “‘Re- 
frigeration,” “The Southern Coal 
Journal,” “Southern Dairy Products 
Journal’ and “Southern Funeral Di- 
rector.” The refrigeration industry 
of the southenst held his chief interest 
and most of his efforts were devoted 
to the ice and refrigerating industry, 
where he had many friends. 

Mr. Yopp was deeply interested in 
the politics of Georgia and Atlanta, 
and he considered it a great privilege 
to espouse the cause of his political 
friends. For many years he was sec- 
retary of the Georgia Manufacturers 
association and through his efforts 
many progressive industries were in- 
duced to locate in the south. He fre- 
quently appeared before tne commit- 
tees of the Georgia legislature in his 


effort to secure favorable laws for the 
industries of the state. 
Educated Here. 

Mr. Yopp was born in Laurens 
county, Georgia, and came to Atlanta 
when he was 14 years of age. After 
attending the publie schools here he 
entered the employ of the Southern 
Banker and was associated with 
Haynes McFadden in the publication 
of this journal, the outstanding pe- 
riodical among bankers of the south- 
ern states. His rise was rapid and 
he purchased a controlling interest in 
“Refrigeration,” and later acquired 
sole ownership of the Southern Pe- 
riodical Publishing company an since

In 1914 Mr. Yopp.married Miss 
Beatrice Lambdin, daughter of the 
late Judge William Wallace Lambdin, 
| United States judge of the southern 
district of Georgia. 

He was a member of Malta lodge,

Capital City club and Atlanta safety 
council, and was deeply interested in 
the traffic laws of the city. He was a 
member of St. Mark’s Methodist 
church, where for many years he. was 
a member of the board of stewards.

HAGUE MAY PASS 
UN MEXICAN OIL 


AND LAND LAWS 


Calles Says He Is Willing 
To Abide by Judgment 
If Necessary To Avert 
“Still Greater Menace.” 


Mexico City, January 8—(#)— 
Mexico would be willing to submit its 
new petroleum and alien land law dif- 
ferences with the United States to The 
Hague tribunal, although that would 
endanger Mexican sovereignty if such 
admission to The Hague were the only 
way of avoiding a still greater menace 

» Mexico. 

President Calles made this declara- 
tion today to a group of visitors from 
the United States headed by Hubert 
(’. Herring, who are studying the re- 
lations between Mexico and the United 
States. The Americans who came 
here to get first-hand information on 
Mexican-American relations comprise 
writers, ministers of various religions, 
professional and business men and so- 
cial workers. 

The president asserted that with- 
drawal by the United States of recog- 
nition of his government would cer- 


tainly cause an immediate revolution 
in Mexico and would be interpreted 
by the enemies of the Mexican gpvern- 
ment as an encouragement: of such 
revolution. 


Fictitious Issue Charged. 
He contended that the issue between 


the United States and Mexico regard- |. 
ing the petroleum question was af 
false and fictitious issue, bécause the |. 
oil interests were not deprived of any | 


right, but on the contrary, their sub- 
soil rights acquired before 1917 could 
be extended for 50 years 
of the new concessions and the law 
provides that at the end of 50 years 
they might be extended for another 
30 years. Thus all the rights of 
which ‘oil men complained they were 
deprived were, in fact, preserved for 
80 -years, he said. “Is not the period 
of years enough time in which to 
get out all the oil,” the president 
asked, 

“Has ahybody ever heard of an oil 
well lasting 80 years?’ 

Senor Calles argued that there were 
no real differences between the peo- 
ple of Mexico and the people of the 
United States, the only differences be- 
tween the people of Mexico and a 
small group of American capitalists, 
who were “attempting to influence 
the state department to use force 
against Mexico in their favor.” 


Denies Bolshevism. 


Declaring that Mexico was not bol- 
shevik and that the Mexican govern- 
ment was not bolshevik, he expressed 
coubt that the members of the gov- 
ernment could even define bolshevism, 
although they were accused of being 
bolshevist. The Mexican government’s 
program could not be described as 
that of any political or scientific 
school or theory. It was sim- 
ply Mexican. It was itself; it was 
born of Mexico’s own peculiar prob- 
lems and was not a program borrowed 
from anywhere outside. 

President Calles received his visi- 
ters at the national palace. He sat 
in the reception chamber answering 
questions offhand as his visitors 
asked them. 

Mr. Herring, who is head of the 
social relations department of the 
Congregational churches of the United 
States, addressing the president, ex- 
plained that the group which had 
culled on him had sought to under- 
stand Mexico in human terms, to un- 
derstand its rebirth of national pride, 
to appreciate.the spiritual appeal of 
Mexican culture.

Fischer sanitarium, where her condi- 
tion was pronounced as serious, but 
not critical. She has a fractured skull 
and possible internal injuries. Al- 
though her pulse and general condi- 
tion were announced as “good” Sat- 
urday night, she was not wholly con- 
scious at a late hour. 

According to information’ given 
members of the family Saturday aft- 
ernoon concerning the accident Miss 
Natalie De Golian, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. F. E. De Golian, of Ho wvell 
Mill road, also was thrown from her 
horse bat received only minor bruises. 

The two girls were riding about 8 
miles from the city just before nvon. 
As they approached the pavement 
from the dirt road both horses stum- 


bled and fell, throwing their riders vio- 


lently to the ground. . 


Miss Pearce’s head struck the 
edge of the pavement, causing the frac- 
ture. Her companion did not fall on 
the pavement and wag only stightly 
bruised, it was learned. 

Horses ridden by Miss Pearce and 
Miss De Golian slipped and fell as 
they drew up on the pavement. Both 
young women were thrown, Miss 
Pearce’s head striking the pavement. 

Although Miss De Golian received 
only minor injuries, she was confined 
to her bed Saturday after the acci- 
dent, suffering from shock.

ed for Europe on the Italian-American 
Shipping corporation liner Duilio. 

Only a few friends of the couple 
attended the ceremony, and so com- 
plete were precautions against pub- 
licity that not even the hotel manage- 
ment was taken into the confidence 
of the principals. 

A private detective was stationed 
at the door of the suite to keep out 
unwelcome visiors. Friends of the 
couple said that the mother of the 
bridegroom, Mrs. Albert, Lewis, of 
Bear Creek, Pa., had vainly tried to 
prevent it. 

The bride was Miss Louise Wise, 
niece of Mrs. Mary Lily Flagler Bing- 
ham.

HNVEDIATE STR 


IS NOT IMMINENT, 


Even If Trainmen Vote 
To Strike, Walkout Will 
Not Be Called at Once, 
Spokesman States. 


Savannah, Ga., January 8.—(?)— 
Should the trainmen, baggagemasters, 
yardmen and switehmen of 22 south- 
eastern railroads now casting a strike 
ballot decide*on a strike unless ad- 
justments are made in their wages, 
it will not. mean that a walkout will 
be called immediately, L. E. Sheppard, 
national president Order of Railway 
Conductors, said here today. 

As soon as the vote is received and 
compiled another conference will be 
called with the railrewads and further 
negotiations entered into for the pur- 
pose of arriving at some amicable set- 
tlement, he stated. 

The railroad employees are asking 
for a general increase in wages of 
7 1-2 per cent, similar to that receat- 
ly granted by the railroads in the 


eastern division, the nationa! conduc- 
tors’ president stated, The eastern di 
vision comprises that section of the 
country north of tke Ohio and east 
of the Mississippi rivers. The. terri- 
tory west of the Mississippi river is 
known as the western division. 
Negotiations Undertaken. 

Sheppard went into some details as 
to the negotiations that have been 
undertaken during the past year for a 
gradual increase in the wages of the 
employees mentioned. Early last year 
he state] the matter of an increase 
in wages amounting to approximately 
$1 a day was taken up. with rail- 
road officials of the southeastern di- 
vision. No agreement could be reached. 
The same proposition was put before 
the roads in the other two divisions, 
with the sane resulis. 

Finally, the eastern division roads 
agreed to erbitrate the matter and 
although the roads officials did not 
like to arbitrate us those called in 
from the outside do not generally un- 
derstand the situation, the question 
finaily went to arbitration, with the 
result that a compromise was effected 
which gave the men an average iu- 
crease of from 40 cents to 50 cents 
per day, Mr. Sheppard said. 

As so00i as a satisfactory adjust- 
ment hed been made in the east the 
officials of the eniployees’ organiza- 
tions usked that the same scale be put 
into effect in the southeastern terri- 
tory. This was flatly refused, Shep- 
pard devlared, and on the other hand 
the railroads submitted a counter 
proposition which demanded that the 
organizations give up some of their 
basie rules, which would have the ef- 
fect of decreasing the pay of the em- 
ployees in many instances, Sheppard 
concluded.

Washington, January 8.— War 
clouds hung low over the capitol dome 
today and the ominous rumble re 
echoed through the halls of congress. 
Two senators, Heflin, Alabama, 
democrat, and Wheeler, Montana, 
democrat, and Representative Huddle- 
ston, Alabama, democrat, attacked the 
administration’s Latin-American pol- 
icy as tending towards conflict with 
friendly nations. 2 

America is engaging in war-like ac- 
tion at the suggestion of “big inter- 
ests,”” the members charged. 
4iVve are acting the bully towards 
smaller countries,” Wheeler said. 


Threats of War. 


“The United States is driving de- 
liberately towards war with Mexico,” 
Huddleston declared. 

“The people of the United States 
may wake up some morning and find 
themselves in a war with- Nicaragua,” 
Senator Heflin told the. aS 

Meanwhile, as war were 
being sounded in the capitol, Ameri- 
can marines a few thousand miles 
away were making themselves com- 
fortable at Managua, the seat of the 
Nicaraguan government, ostensibly 
for the “protection of American lives 
and property.” 
And further north Arthur Schoen- 
field, counselor for the United States 
embassy in Mexico City, was speeding 
to Washington, apparently for the 
innocent task of serving on the state 
department’s board of/review, and 
more than a dozen business-like 
American war vessels were standing 
by or en route to the Caribbean sea 
with the entire Atlantic scouting fleet 
steaming to their. winter maneuver 
base at Guantanamo, Cuba, within 
easy sailing distance of the trouble 
zone. 

While Mars stood thundering at 
America’s back door, Secretary of 
State Kellogg was forced to keep a 
close eye on the Chinese situation, 
which is moving rapidly towards a 
crisis. Admiral Williams, commander 
of the Asiatic fleet at Manila, the 
cruiser Pittsburgh and .all available 
destroyers were ordered to rush to 
Shanghai. At Hankow, Consul Gen- 
eral Lockhart described the situation 
as critical with all American women

Home of the Friendless 
To Erect New Quarters 


Gradual enlargement of the scope 
of its work for the past 40 years has 
brought the Home of the Friehdless 
and Industrial school to rank as one 
of the foremost charitable organiza- 
tions in the city and plans are being 
perfected to erect a new home on Lin- 
wood avenue for unfortunate children. 

Sketches for the new grounds and. 
three buildings, which will be fire- 
proof, have been drawn and presented 
to Mrs. W. L. Champion. The cam- 
paign soon will be launched to build 
three modest structures ix a_ beauti- 
ful wooded tract which was purchased 
by the organization some time ago. 

At present the building on High- 
land avenue, which has been in use 
for years, is not sufficient to care for 
the large number of cases and is 
wholly inadequate fer the needs of 
the organization, officials say. 

The first building will care for 
about 300 children, which is three 
times the number now being cared 
for. The new buildings will be placed 
on a street little used and give more 
grounds for the children.

ae institution was founded in 
1888. Since that time it has greatly 
outgrown its humble beginning. It was 
the first charitable: organization in 
Atlanta. 

The hdéme for the friendless is not 
an orphanage, but offers temporary 
help to any child in trouble. Girls of 
any age and boys under 12 years of 
age are admitted. Cases may be ad- 
mitted by the president, juvenile 
court, Family Welfare society and the 
city warden. The object of the work 
is to restore the child to its own 
people or to find relatives who will 
come to the aid of the child. 

Plans for the new buildings include

for open air exercise for the children.

This money he 
soon lost in a British Columbia gold 
mine, and a few months later was 
in the line at the Ford company with 


other men seeking employment. Had 
he held his stock, Henry Ford would 
have paid him $5,000,000 for it in 
1912, in addition to several fortunes 


in dividends before that time. 


Senator Couzens, whose rise to fame 
and fortune is probably unequalled by 
any other man in the country's his- 
tory, invested $1.500 in the Ford Mo- 
tor company. He also put up for 
shares a $1,000 note, which was re- 
tired with dividends during the first 


few months of the operation of the 
company. 


But Couzens stuck with the Ford | 


company longer than any of the other

Close your 
eves, even now, and let those great 
organ notes of his matchless lyrics 
sweep through your soul. Alive? 
Why. the most powerfully living thing 
you have thought of today are those 
lines, and all other such lines of 
verse and story as reflect eternal 
truth. Channing Pollock said, “A 
single line will outlive a marble tem- 
ple.” And when these storied struc- 
tures of steel and stone have crum- 
bled away, Frank Stanton’s winged 
words will be cherished in countless 
hearts as living treasures. Victor 
Hugo said, “There is only one thing 
greater than armies, and that is an 
idea whose hour has come.”

Shanghai, January 8.—Aroused 
by the sight of their fellow nationals 
arriving as ‘refugees from Hankow, 
Americans, Rritiskh and other foreign 
residents of the Shanghai concessions 
today demanded immediate action 
against the Cantonese forces which 
have seized Hankow’s foreign settle- 
ment,

the Chinese, 


that a similar’ situation may face 
Shanghai foreigners any day propose 
organization of a vigilantes eommit- 
tea to be ready for action in case the 
Cantonese army reaches Shanghai.

SITUATION REPORTED 
IMPROVING AT HANKOW. 


London, January 8.—(4)—At Han- 
kow, China, where the foreign resi- 
dents, particularly the British, have 
been endangered for the past week by 
the inflamed populace, there appears 
to be a temporary improvement in the 
situation. A similar outbreak, how- 
ever, has occurred in Kiukiang, about 
140 miles down the Yangtse river from 
Hankow, and from both places women 
and children have been taken aboard 
ew and are proceeding to Shang- 

al. 

Communications from Hankow re 
mains slow and uncertain, and the 
outcome trembles in the balance. 
Latest press dispatches received in 
London bring the record only to Fri- 
day night, but the British government. 
had a dispatch this morning indicating 
that the British consul had arrived at 
an agreement with the Cantonese for- 
eign minister, Fugene Chen. By this 
agreement the British concession was 
freed of Chinese soldiers and the com- 
mission policed by natives under Brit- 
ish eontrol, 

Business pressure seems to have 
brought about the amelioration. Chi- 
nese merchants complained of the im- 
pdéssibility of doing business while: 


; British and American business houses 
| were closed, and advised the Chen gov- 


ernment to restore the old situation in 
the concession. There is no word yet,

Wait Attack on Shanghai. 
There is an unofficial report that 
the foreign powers have agreed to re- 
gard as an act of war, any attempt

It ig understood that the agreemént 
reached at Hankow stipulates that no 
crowds shall be allowed to assemble 
along the bund and that British sub- 
jects shall not be molested.

Mobley’s Statement. 
Followirg is his statement, in parts 


“In assuming the position of super- 
intendent of banks of the state of 
Georgia, I am deeply conscious of the 
responsibilities of the position, and yet 
I am profoundly grateful for the call 
for service. 

“Next ‘2 our churches and schools. 
our banks are our greatest institu- 
tions. They provide a place where 
the combined financial resources of 
the state may be pooled into a fund 
for the comm .: use of all who merit 
it. It is thé duty of every one to 
make a contribution to this fund so 
that it may be constant and available 
for public use at all times. The se- 
curity and safety of this common fund 
should unquestioned and the use 
made of it should be for the good of 
all. It is of supreme importance 
therefore that the banks should func- 
tion efficiently.” 

“While banks are organized for fi- 
nancial gain, the measure of this gain 
is the quality and quantity of the 
service renderétd. The law of com- 
pensation cannot he violated; one can- 
not keep anything that he does not 
use justly and wisely. The banks 
themselves may be primarily respon- 
sible for the condition that exists at 
the present time. They may not have 
used the money entrusted to them 
justly or wisely; they may have ex- 
tended credit too generously, egcour- 

aging extravagance and waste, result- 
ing in a depletion of the common fund. 
It may be that the Lord of the vine- 
yard has found some of them unjust 
stewards and has taken from them 
the talent entrusted to them. At any 
rate, the people’s confidence has been 
shaken in banks and deposits have 
been withdrawn apd are being with- 
held. Be that as it may, there is 
plenty of blame to share with all. The 
people of Georgia have sustained a 
great financial loss within the past 
few years by deflation, which can 
never be wholly restored, but the most 
serious loss has been in confidence 
in banks and in each other. . 
Beliefs as Official. 


“T believe that every public officer 
should at all times give to the public 
full information as to the public af- 
fairs entrusted to him, and keep them 
informed as to the policies being pur-4 
sued by him. . 

“T have been in office only five 
days. In that time I have not had 
time to acquaint myself fully as to 
the complete status of affairs. 

“T find that the department on Jan- 
uary 1 had under its supervision 425 
banks in operation. It is my duty to 
examine these banks to see that they 
are functioning properly and efficient- 
ly; that they are obeying the letter 
and spirit of the law; that their of- 
ficers and directors are able and 
honest. The relationship of superin- 
tendent of banks to banks under his 
supervision is similar to that of a 
father to a son, a guardian to ward, 
and sometimes a sheriff with a war- 
rant. I want to cooperate to the limit 
of my powers in helpfulness, in sym- 
pathy and in kindness with the offi- 
cers of these banks. At the same time, 
I will’ demand of the offi¢ers and di- 
rectors of the bank the same kind of 
cooperation. All of us must obey the 
banking laws, as there is no liberty 
outside of them. 

“Immediately upon assuming office, 
I called my staff of examiners, and 
there are eight, into my office and re- 
appointed them, and gave them an out- 
line of my policy, and they have been 
reassigned to their old territory and 
are on duty. Considering their ability 
and experience, they are the best men 
I could procure, anc will be retained 
so long as they render acceptable serv- 
ice to the department. If I find that 
additional examiners are needed, I 
will employ others. 

Present Condition Given. 


“I find that the department has 
144 closed banks in process of liquida- 


tion. Of these banks, I find that 
five closed in 1920. 14 closed in 1921, 
seven closed in 1922, eight closed in 


1923, 16 closed in 1924; 15 closed in 
1925 and 79 closed in 1926. Under 
the law, these banks were turned over 
to the department for liquidation and 
liquidation means liquidation.

“With that in view, I have called 
upon every liquidating agent who is 
in. charge of a closed bank to file 
with me without delay a complete 
statement of thé condition of his bank, 
together with an itemized statement of 
all receiptg and disbursements since 
the bank was closed. Upen receipt of 
these statements, I shall adopt a «lef- 
inite policy as to eagh of these banks. 

“These liquidating agents are ufder 
bond for faithful performance of duty, 
and will be retained no longer than 
their services are needed. and when 
discontinued, their accounts will be 
checked and audited. 

“I have made no contract for legal 
services, and will not do so until I 
find the need for them. I find a con- 
tract is now in effect covering legal 
services in connection with banks now 
in ‘liquidation, and in most cases the 
fees earned and to be earned have al- 
ready been approved, as provided hy 
law, by the judges of the superior 
courts of the counties in which the 
closed banks are located. 


Hopes for the Best. 


“T trust that there will be no more 
bank failures in Georgia, and that 
very little legal expense will be neces- 
sary in the conduct of the department. 
I am inclined to believe that the em- 
ployment of local counsel in connec- 
tion with closed banks will be more 
satisfactory. However, since the su- 
perintendent can only be sued in Ful- 
ton county, it may be necessary to 
employ a general counsel to conduct 
this litigation and give him general su- 
pervision over the local. I am open- | 
minded as to this, however. 

“Just as soon as quarters are pro-| 
vided in the basement of the state 
capitol for the necessary clerical force, 
I will consolida'. the entire banking 
department therein. This, in my opin- 
ion, will make for better service. I 
am assured that these quarters will 
be ready for the department not later 
than February 1. 

“Thus far I have gone. I must 
make haste slowly. I will take the 
public into my confidence as I pro- 
ceed further. 

“In conclusion, I ask the citizens 
of Georgia te be patient with me.

Washington, January 8.—(#)—An- 
other obstacle was thrown today into 
the pathway to the senate of William 
S. Vare, .epublican senator-elect from 
Pennsylvania. 

It was in the form ef a petition of 
contest of his election hy William B. 
Wilson, labor secretary in the Wilson 
administration, who charges that Vare 
became the beneficiary of wholesale 
frauds in registration and voting in 
the November elections. Wilson, as 
a democrat, opposed Vare at the polls. 

In presenting the petition to the 
senate, Senator Robinson, the demo- 
‘cratic leader, gave notice that he 
would introduce a resolution later di- 
recting a senate committee to impound 
all of the ballots cast in the Pennsyl- 
vania senatorial contest to preyent 
their destruction. 

Undecided on Course. 

While standing behind Mr. Wilscn 
in his contest, senate democrats are 
undecided whether the ballots should 
be collected by an elections cubcom- 
mittee, the usnal pro¢eedure, or by the 
special campaign finds committee, 
which disclosed expenditures of $8,- 
000,000 in the Pennsylvania primary 
in which YVure: deféated Senator 
Pepper. 

Senator Robinson said the contest 
brought by the democratic nominee 
for senator was wholly apart from the 
fight that will be made to prevent 
Vare from taking his seat because of 


the expenditure of approximately 
$800,000 in his primary campaign. 

A partial report on its investigation 
of the Pennsylvania primary has been 
made by the campaign funds commit- 
tee and on the basis of this some 
democrats have announced that they 
would undertake to prevent Vare from 
taking the oath pending a hearing be- 
fore the elections committee. 


Smith Arrives This Week. 


A similar move is to be made when 
Frank L. Smith,  senator-designate 
from Illinois, presents his credentials 

‘to the senate. Mr. Smith is expected 
to arrive here next week, and although 
he will hold an appointment from Goy- 
ernor Small, a fight will be made 
against him because of contributions 
made to his primary campaign fund 
by Samuel [nsull and other officials 
of public utilities in Illinois. 

Personal expenditures of $71,000 
by Vare in his primary campaign 

were made a part of the petition of 
Mr. Wilson, who asserted this violated 
the corrupt practices act of 1925, 
which limits expenditures of a candi- 

date for senator to $25,000. 

Wilson also - raised the contention 
that under the law of Pennsylvania 
the primary is an essential step in 
the selection of a senator. 


Many Frauds Charged. 


In addition to this charge, the pe- 
tition asserted that there were wide- 
spread registration frauds in Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburgh and other cities, 

and that registration lists were padded 
with the names of dead men and 
women; with the names of voters 
sick and in hospitals, and with the 
names of minors and former residents 
in voting districts. 

The etition also charged that these 
methods of “corrupt registration and 
illegal voting were bulwarked by sys- 
tematie and adroit terrorism and in- 

aida tion.” It added that “a colo-- 

“tical machine €xists in Phila- 
ae “ittsburgh with influence

$2,000,000 ABOVE 
EXPECTED INCOME 


Finance Committee Must 
Wield Pruning Knife 
Heavily If Tax Increase 
Is Avoided. 


When the finance committee of city 
council holds its initial meeting at 11 
o'clock Monday morning, it will face 
the hopeless task of providing a tota! 
of approximately $2,500,000 in ex- 
cess of contemplated revenue to meet 
needs of various city departments 
and providing for retirement of the 
school deficit. 

Estimates of department heads as 
tabulated Saturday by B. Graham 
West, city comptroller, placed _ the 
needs of department heads at about 
$750,000 in excess of the city’s con- 
templated revenue. ‘To this total will 
be added approximately $731,000 in 
the budget approved tentatively by the 
sch@ol board and a school:department 
defieit of $952,000 carried over from 
last year, thus making the _ total 
about $2,500,000. 

Those familiar with the situation 
declare that the city government can- 
not possibly meet these demands with- 
out additional revenue, and Council- 
man Horace Russell Friday favored 
a special school tax or an increase in 
the tax rate. 

Dr. R. M. Eubanks, president of 
the Atlanta board of education, Satur- 
day admitted that the board has ten- 
tatively agreed to a school budget of 
$3,331,039.79, figures carried exclu- 
sively Friday in The Constitution. 
This means that the difference be- 
tween the $2,600,000 which nominal- 
ly would go to the schools by law, 
and the total amount of the budget 
must be raised by some method. The 
finance committee will be called upon 
to provide this amount if the citi- 
zens’ committee selected to supervise 
school expenditures for 1927 agrees to 
the proposal. 

Citizen Leaders To Meet. «+ 

Members of the citizens’ committee 
will meet at 3 o'clock Monday after- 
noon to considerethe school budget. 
The session will be held in the office 
of Harold Hirsch and will be open to 
newspapermen, The current expendi- 
tures committee of the board Friday 
considered the budget in a_ closed- 
door session, excluding the public as 
well as newspapermen. 

It is expected that a joint meeting 
of.the board of education and the 
citizens’ committee will be held about 
Tuesday o- Wednesday and that a 
budget on which both bodies agree 
will be ready to go to the finance 
committee about Thursday.

Running About in Zig-Zag 
Manner Said To Indi- 


cate Anger. 


New York, January 8.—Remarkable 
discoveries concerning the ways of 
bees have been announced from Ger- 
many, where, after years of research, 
Dr. Karl Von Frisch believes he has 
solved the mystery of how these in- 
sects ‘‘talk,” it was disclosed here to- 
day. 

Dr. Von Frisch reached the cenclu- 
sion that bees do at any rate some of 
their talking by means of well defined, 


rythmic movements that might almost 
be termed dancing and call attention 
to a good patch of flowers by signal- 
ing. A hive bee signifies that it is 
puzzled, he declares, by repeatedly 
walking about in a figure of eight. 
To announce that it has just found a 
flowery meadow it walks around in 
linked circles, each a little farther to 
the right than the last so that its} 
charted course looks like a chain. 

Running about in a zigzag manner 
indicates anger. Walking forward in 
such a manner as if it were climbing 
one of those steep Alpine roads that 
go up and up and parallels connected 
by hairpin bends indicates that the 
bee is about to take the wing in quest 
of pollen.

The tide of the Spanish occupation 
of Georgia was turned at Bloody 
Marsh, on St. Simon’s island, by Ogle- 
thorpe ana his band of colonists from 
Savannah. Here it was also that Joha 
Wesley visited and became so im- 
pressed by the attitude of the Mo- 
ravian brethren en route to St. Simon’s 
on shipboard that it modified his re- 
ligious views and resulted in the estab- 
lishment of Methodism. The Coupers, 
Kings and Spaldings did farming on 
St. Simon's that was famous the world 
over. 

Under the spreading boughs of a 
live oak tree near the Brunswick end 
of the St. Simon’s highway, Sidney 
Lanier sat and received his impres- 
sions which found medium of expres- 
sion in that beloved poem: ‘Tne 
Marshes of Glynn.” The oak stands 
today, and is the mecca of many ad- 
mirers o. the great poet. 

At Frederica, on St. Simon’s island, 
Oglethorpe established one of the larz- 
est forts of the day in Georgia, and 
started what eventually became one of | 
the most historic dead towns of the 
state. Near Christ’s church at Fred- 
erica stands a giant oak, under which 
Charles Wesley sang and John Wesley 
preached.

Commercial Service. 


While the new service will probably 
make a special appeal to commercial 
and news photographers, magazines and 
newspapers, it will prove valuable for 
a wide variety of other uses.

The telephoto is a development of 
Bell system engineers. It is the out- 
come of work covering several years 


curate picture transmitting system. 
The apparatus in its present form 
represents the association of many re- 
cent inventions together with standard 
‘types of telephone and telegraph ap- 
paratus’ which have been readapted 
to this new use.

-One of the large oil companies on 
the Pacific coast found a use in its 
accounting depurtment for electrically 
transmitted pictures of figures. The 
western offices of this company send 
monthly balance sheets to the office in 
San Francisco. Here they are com- 
tined and a trial balance sheet sent 
to the main office in New York. This 
trial balance statement is now trans- 
mitted as a telephotograph and the 
company is able to issue its monthly 
financial statements three days earher 
than formerly. 

The police department of New 
York city, as a test of telephotographs 
in cooperative police work, selected the 
finger print of a criminal whose com- 
piete identification dafa were on file 
in the departmental bureau at Chica- 
go.

Thus the invention is not only of 
value in speeding the pictured news 
and interesting as a scientific achieve- 
ment, but is also proving a very prac- 
tical help in the transaction of every 
day business.

Blast To Remove 
Tons of Granite

The last great “bench” of granite, 
comprising approximately 140,000 
enbie feet, and stretching 200 feet 
across the mountainside, will fall from 
Stone mountain Thursday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, as the final touch in the 
operations preparatory to carving the 
figures of Jefferson Davis, Robert E. 
lee and Stonewall Jackson, forming 
the central group in the gigantic me- 
morial. Governor Clifford Walker, 
M.yor I. N. Ragsdale, and a large 
number of state officials have been 
invited to attend the ceremony and 
are expected to be present when the 
granite falls. 

This last blast, which will be one 
of the largest ever undertaken in the 


south, will clear : way the superfluous | 
granite in the area whereon the feet | 


of the horses will rest, and extending 
a: high as the knees. ‘The preceding 
six “benches,” beginning at the top 
and at the heads of the riders, have 
cleared the area approximately 110 
feet in height. Already more than 
400.000 cubie feet of granite has been 
torn away in the operations beginning 
September 15, 1026.

Varied Program. 


The ability to arrange an attractive 
program is as important as the intrin- 
sic art of the singer and in this Miss 
Hempel excels. Her method is a sim- 
ple one, for.it pivot: around a system 
of variety, but the means of obtaining 
it is not easy, unless. of course; one 
happens to know’ French, Germ, 
Italian, Norwegian, Swedish. English 
and a little Irish brogue. That seems 
like a highly: impossible order, yet of 
such diversity is Frieda Hempel's vast 
repertoire. 

Thoroughly familiar with the fietd 
of oratorio, she may open her program 
with a Bach or Handel aria, and frum 
the classics she will sail through th 
entire field of romantie art song. ir- 
cluding Schubert, Schumann, Men- 
delssohn, Brahms and all the rest of 
the fine lieder composers. Then again 
she may begin with a set of folk songs 
of any country—she is as much at home 
in one as in another—and you muy 
hear the Norwegian herdsman’s song, 
a Swiss shepherd melody or a_ joily 
Irish tune. 

It is only natural that after her 
years of operatic experience Frieda 
Hempel should not limit hér concert 
programs to the purely lyric music, 
but rather should insert several of her 
most famous dramatic arias. Behwuid 
still further variety and even within 
the arias one finds an unbounded 
gamut running from Mozart to Weber 
and Meyerbeer, and from Bellini to 
Verdi. There yor have the Italian and 
the German—and then comes a beau- 
tiful ari:. from Thomas’ “Mignon” and 
another from Massenet’s “Manon,” 
rounding out the group with a touch 


of the fragile French. 


Pleases All Patrons. 
With Frieda Hempel the coloratura 
and florid art of song, what the Ital- 
ians call the “beb canto,” is only sec- 
ondary. Assisted by Louis P. Fritze, 
formerly flautist of the Metropolitan 
Opera company, Miss Hempel usually 


gives one or two of those florid m-lo- 


dies for the sake of those’in the au- 
dience who enjoy music from a purely 
technical standpoint. Trills and hizh 
notes abound when the lovely soprano 


gives the “Shadow Song” from ‘*Dinv- 
rah,” the “Casta Diva” from “Norma’ 
or the ever popular “Etoile du Nord. 


While she enjoys sreh vocal outbursts 
it is in simple folk songs, pretty 
waltzes and lullabys that the true 
Hempel is to be found. Just listen to 


her sing the “Kiss Waltz” of Arditi, 
Strauss’ “Bine Danube” or. Humper- 
ya “Lullaby” and Max Reger's 
“Virgin's Luilaby.”

Its 
mianifestations are intermittent; de- 
pendent on the character of the malady 
and the confidence or lack of it of the 
sufferer..

Set Building Made Easy 


Operating the Super Hilco-Dyne.

Turning on the filament switch at 
right hand side of the set turns on 


both A and B battery current and set 
is in operation, A _ voltmeter . wired 
in the circuit to show Yoltage of each 
tube is an asset, but a good pair of 
ears can regulate voltage on tubes 
better than a yoltmeter and this 
should be done on the Hilco-Super in 
order to get best results, both from 
tubes and the set. 

The way to do this is to tune in 
a station, preferably a distant sta- 
tion. Then, beginning at the first 
rheostat, turn the light down as low 
as possible, that is, as low as you can 
without lowering the signal you are 
receiving. Then turn the second rhe- 
ostat the same way and so on until 
all five have been set. After one 
proper getting. the rheostats do not 
have to be adjusted, unless the bat- 
tery runs dowr or the tubes are 
changed. The battery should not be 
allowed to run down and should be 
em full charged all the time on any 
radio set. 

When tubes are adjusted properly 
the only operation needed with the 
Super-Hilco-Dyne is to turn the fila- 
ment switch on, then tune with the 
two cialis by setting both at zero and 
turning together toward 100. The 
right hand dial should run slightly 
above the left hand dial. When a 
station signal is passed a slight whistle 
will be heard if the potentiaohmeter 
is set for weakest volume. Now tune 
in the weak signal to where you re- 
ceive it strongest with both dials. If 
it is not loud enough, turn the poten- 
tiaohmeter to the right and this will 
increase yolume to full loud speaker 
volume, 

Old Model. 

This operation is all that is neces- 
sary for the new style NSuper-Hilco- 
Dyne. which uses an oscilator to cov- 
er all the broadcast wave lengths, 
but if you have the old model, the op- 
eration is little different, as follows:

No Regeneration.

The city last fall began the first 
year-round play program ia Atlanta 
and this was abandoned when funds 
for its operation were exhausted.

“There is 10 more importcnt. a 
matter to come before the finance 
committee than provision for super- 
vised play for Atlanta’s youth,” Mr. 
White said Saturday in commenting 
on the situation. “We should take 
every precaution to insure proper rec- 
reation facilities for our children, and 
we have found by experieace that the 
playground is the best yet devised. | 

“The playground is democratic. It 
appeals to the rich and poor, the old 
and young, and the program whitch 
we nut on last fall fully justified 
itself.

Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
~ Bout MostSpectacular

There are two great fight spectacles 
that old-timers remember. (ne was 
the dramatic defeat of Sullivan by 
Corbett at New Orleans in 1892. The 
ether was the Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
fight at Carson, Nevada, March 17, 
S97. I doubt that the ring ever 
will see anything more picturesque 
than the finish fight in which Fitz- 
simmons, the middleweight champion, 
knocked out the cleverest of heavy- 
weight title holders. Fitzsimmons was 
the greatest fighter, regardless of 
weight, in ring history. Six feet tall, 
powerfully built around the arms and 
shoulders, with thin legs that seemed 
hardly big enough to carry him around 
a ring, he had tremendous strength 
and endurance and hitting power. 

Spars With Corbett. 


At that time I was something of a 
college athlete, holding a number of 
weight-throwing records, but knew lit- 
tle about boxing. I was sent to live 
in Corbett’s camp and write up his 
training, and the first cay Corbett 
looked over my 212 pounds of solid 
meat he suggested that I join his 
sparring staff for the fun and expe- 
rience. 

When I admitted I didn't box well 
enough to be of much use to a cham- 
pion Corbett laughingly said: “You'll 
be awkward, like  Fitzsimmons.’’ 
Through five weeks of daily sparring 
I undoubtedly proved awkward 
enough, but hardly with the danger- 
ous awkwardness of Lanky Bob. But 
from my own complete inability to 

“Jay a glove on Corbett, and from 
watching his workouts with his clever 
brother, Joe, with Billy Woods and 
Jim Jeffries, I learned enough to ap- 
preciate from the champion’s fine 
skill and figure what he might do to 
‘any awkward fellow, and perhaps ab- 
sorbed Corbett’s notion that Fitzsim- 
mons was too clumsy to beJdlangerous 
to such a master of defense. 

“Gamblers will do anything to win 
their bets and there's a stack of money 
on the short end,”’ said Billy Delaney, 
who trained Corbett. ‘“Coebett is 
high strung. His nerves are on edge. 
Supose someone came out and threw 
a rock through his window or against 
the side of the house. It would break 
his sleep and might make him lose 
the fight. We've got to grab anybody 
we find sneaking around.’ 

“Have you a gun?’’ I asked Billy. 

“Oh, no!’ he exclaimed. “No shots! 
That would be bad. If we catch 
anyone you and I can handle him.” 

No one appeared. 

Twice during the training I hopped | 
aboard my cow-pony and rode over 
to see Bob Fitzsimmons train at a 
ranch the other side of Carson. 

On that first trip over to Bob’s 
place I found Bob on a bit of level 
ground beside his cottage, amusing a 
crowd of miners, cattle men and 
ranchers by putting a 16-pound shot. 
Bob carried that shot on his travels. 
When a train stopped he'd hop out 
with his shot and immediately attract 
a crowd by getting up a heaving con- 
test. 

When I arrived Bob 
through the crowd and making 
biggest men put the shot with him.

Machine To Test 
Golf Balls Tried 
At U. S. G. A, Meet 


Pittsburgh, January 8—(A)—A 
machine designed to test the resiliency 
- golf balls in an effort to select 

a standard ball was demonstrated for 
the first time here today at the an- 
nual convention of the United States 
Golf association. 

The machine, recently invented by 
Professor Harold A. Thomas, of the 
civil engineering department of Car- 
negie Institute of Technology. under 
the direction of William C, Fownes, 
Jr., the association's president, con- 
sists of four essential parts, ,“‘air 
gun,” “striker,” “riser” and “brake.” 

‘lhe weight of the striker is the 
same.as that of the head of an aver- 
age driver. The striker is shot from 
the air gun with a known velocity 
of about 130 feet per second, equiva- 
lent to that attained by the driver 
head in an actual drive by a first 
rate golfer. 

After being hit by the striker, the 
golf ball to be tested is driven verti- 
cally upward with a velocity of about 
20° feet per second, corresponding to 
that of the ball in an actual drive. 
The moving ball i is caught and ‘stopped 
in the “riser.” 

Fownes said the association perfect- 
ed the machine jn the hope of obs. 
taining an accurate and reliable meas- 
ure of the relative driving power of 
different balls. Should the experiment 
prove successful, a golf ball uniform 
in weight and size will be manu- 
factured.

NeW RECORD YEAR 
FOR MOTOR INDUSTRY 


For*the 29th time in its history, the 
automobile business has established a 
new record year. 

Figures made. public today in the 
annual statistical sheet of the Nation- 
al Automobil: chamber of commerce 
give a total production of 4,480,000 
motor vehicles for 1926, with the 
wholesale value of $3,056,950,000. 

The totals are slightly in advance 
of 1925 when production was 4,356,- 
754 and the wholesale value was $2,- 
977,904,833, 

Only three times in its history has 
the motor industry failed to reach a 
new high total. One of these periods 
was in the war year of 1918 another 
in 1921, and the third in 1924. 

The increase of 3 per cent over the 
total export figure of last year, the 
volume being 550,000 vehicles for 
1927, is regarded by the motor in- 
dustry as one of the most significant 
figures of the year. This total rep- 
resents 12 per cent of the business of 
the automobile factories, and it is

It soon became apparent that the 
value of the name of our organization, 
with its great influence, its power, its 
strength of numbers was realized by 
many, other than ourselves. Numbers 
of invitations came to us tv join in the 
work of other organizations. In many 
cases we feel and do know that the 
thought which prompted the invitation 
was one of sincerity and honest ad- 


miration and was a fraternal desire 
for our cooperation. In the case of 
others it is feared that there was a 
thought of exploitation with nothing 
for the U. D. C. to gain and much to 
lose, 


Karly in the year there came a call. j 


or it should be more preperly termed 
a demand, that we assist with the 
work of a society whose structure 
was of so flimsy_a nature, and whose 
use of the name Confederate was so 
obviously for its value, that it was 
discerned even by a newly elected 
president-general, It was exploitation 
pure and simple. 

This was hardly declined before an- 
other of similar nature was presented ; 
followed by a third of that type of 
society which has for its motto: “All 
receive and nothing give.” Then came 
invitations which were more difficult 
to decline because as has been stated 
in the foregoing, they were extended 
with fraternal good-will, from organ- 

ies sincere in purpose, 
Turns Down Offer. 

From the Thomas Jefferson Memo- 
rial foundation with which we had 
cooperated and to whose work we had 
made a substantial contribution came 


the invitation to the president-general 


that she accept the position of hon- 


~ orary vice chairman of the associa- 
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* family bappy for years to come. 


tion. In the judgment of the presi- 
dent-general it is unwise for her in 
her official capacity to serve on gov- 
erning boards of other organizations or 
to accept appointments as honorary 
president or vice president or honorary 
vice chairman of other bedies or asso- 
ciations. She, therefore, declined this 
appointment but assured the president 


of the association of the interest and 
cooperation of the U. D. C. 


In a few days was received a com- 
munication from George Allan Eng- 
land, of New York, stating the part 
he was taking in a national :aove- 
ment to give George Washington's boy- 
hood home to the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica as their national dquarters. 
Requesting that as president-general 
we give our approval /and later re- 
questing that we servé on the gov- 
erning board. 

Realizing that as president-general 
it was unwise and improper to indorse 
a movement which had not been pre- 
sented to the organization for its con- 
sideration, the following letter was 
sent Mr. England: 

“Mr, George Allan England, 155 West 
Seventy-Second Street, New 
York, N. Y. 

“My Dear Mr. England: Your let- 
ter of December 22, and your request 
for the indorsement of your project 
by me a. president-general has been 
‘earnestly considered by me. 

“It is a matter of greatest regret 
to me, but I feel that as_ president- 
general, it is impossible for me to in- 
dorse anything, however pleasing it is 
to me, or would be, probably to the 
organization, until the matter has been 
brought before the organization, This 
is my view, and I have taken this 
stand in other matters. 

“However, your project is most 
pleasing to me, and as an individual, 
if my name means anything of any 
value to you, you are perfectly wel- 
come to use the following: 

“There are few objects of patriot- 
ism of greater importance at this time 
than that of enshrining George Wash- 
ington in the hearts of his country- 
men, especially in the hearts of the 
‘splendid young Americans, the Boy 
Scouts. 

“A plan to present Washington's 
boyhood home te these boys for their 
national headquarters, and, through 
this. undertaking, to teach lessons of 
patriotism, would seem to appeal to 
all Americans. It would, indeed, be 
desirable for Americans to think for 
a while of the life and services of this 
vreat character, a man whom all sec- 
tions alike, north, south, east and 
west, should love to honor and pro- 
elaim ‘first in the hearts of his coun- 
trymen.’ ” 
Declines Membership. 

Following this came a most cour- 
teous letter from Mr. Roger Winter, 
secretary of the Stone Mountain Con- 
federate Monumental association, notl- 
fying the president-general that she 
had been elected a member of the 
board of directors. For reasons above 
stated, it was found impossible to ac- 
cept, therefore, the invitation was de- 
clined with thanks and appreciation. 

There were other requests for our 


representation on boards of societies ; 


which purported to be of so patriotic 


a nature that to decline would seem ' 


to indicate to a superficial observer 
a lack of proper patriotism on our 
part. ‘The fundamental reason for 
our declining being sound, we were 
compelled to take this stand and to 
take the consequences. 

Should we accept these invitations 
from organizations, many of which 
we consider most worthy, and whose 
objects are decidedly appealing to us, 
we would have little, if any, time to 
devote to the affairs of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy. 


Should the general organization ac- 
cede to all requests which are pre- 
sented for cooperation with various 
projects, it would soon become “An 
Auxiliary to All Worthy Undertak- 
ings” attending to everybody’s Lusi- 
ness except it’s own. 

It was David Starr Jordan who 
said that “the world stands aside to 
let any one pass who seems to knuw 
where he is going.”’ 

So with us, if we have our eyes 
fixed upon the goal, which is the at- 
tainment of those objects for which 
we are organized, and press toward 
the mark with no uneertain step, but 
with a purpose firm and determined 
our world will stand aside and let us 
pass, instead of placing in our - xy 
obstacles which it takes strength to 
remove, 

Let us resolve to concentrate upon 
our work as defined in our articles 
of incorporation and let us give to 
all worthy objects our sympathy and 
friendly good will—but let us avoid 
all entangling alliances. 

Our objects as listed are ‘historical, 
benevolent, educational and . social. 
Notwithstanding which all realize that 
our first consideration is the loving 
care of the veterans and women of 
the sixties. 

The Confederate veteran is* sacred 
to us. All that we do is done for 
his sake and to honor him and the 
cause he espoused. 

One of the greatest pleasures left 
these comrades of our fathers is° to 
meet in their annual reunions; to re- 
count those deeds of daring fading 
now into the past; 

“To drink a cup of kindness yet, 

For the sake of auld lang syne.” 

When they ask us, their daughters, 
to help them to meet with their old 
comrades, let us not turn a deaf ear 
and point with pride at great monu- 
ments and memorials; let them not 
have cause to say, “My daughters, 
we asked for bread and you gave us 
a stone.’’ 


There are lonely hearts to cherish 
among these veterans, as the days are 
going by. Let us not be so busy rais- 
ing funds with which to buy laurel 
wreaths for their biers that we fail to 
go around the corner and take them 
a rose and ask if the old wound is 
hurting any less today. Let us not 
lay up for ourselves days of anguish 
when we think “Inasmuch as you did 
it not for one of the least of these 
you did it not for Me.”

Mrs. Franklin’s address, 
follows: 

-“Only a few short years ago, little 
boys awed upon your streets, with 
their tops, marbles, toy guns and pis- 
tols. Then the thunders of war re- 
sounded over our land, and in a night, 
it seemed, these boys developed into 
men. Here, and everywhere, we saw 
them lined up at the station, awaiting 
the trains to bear them to camp. 

Merry, laughing childhood, had dis- 
appeared from their faces, and each 
countenance wore the light of cour- 
age which bespeaks the soldier. Few 
mothers shed tears in public, though 
their hearts were torn with anquish. 
Many were like the brave womag who 
said to her son: ‘You are not @ cow- 
ard, and I am not a coward,’ so she 
bade him good-bye with no sign of 
fear or dread of danger, then turned 
nway to enter heart and soul into 
Red Cross work. 

With recollections of such loyal. 
true-hearted mothers, the boys gave 
aplendid service to our country and 
the.roar of cannon, the frightful carn- 
age of war could not dispel the mem- 
ory of mothers’ courage and mothers’ 
smile of cheer. To loved ones there 
comes ever-——His face of budding man- 
hood, as he touched his flag, and sworé 
to bear it stainless, though he died.’ 

“They are not dead, those soldiers 
who sleep on Flanders Field, and in 
our own ‘cities of silence. They 
have only pitched their tents upon the 
higher plains of the Eternal Camping 
Ground. The Laurens county soldiers 
are forever alive in your hearts, the 
fires of patriotism which they have 
lighted will ever glow. 

“This attractive little park is dedi- 
cated as a memorial to them, and they 
will live in the song of every bird as 
he warbles his anthems of joy and 
cheer. They live in the brightness of 
the sunshine, live in the laughter of 
little children as they play about the 
park, live in the breeze which fans the 
cheek of the maiden and her lover, or 
cools the brow of the wayfarer who 
may rest on this beautiful seat. Its 
marble speaks of the strength of char- 
acter, the nobility of soul which lives 
on and on forever! 

“With this same dauntless spirit 
let us keep the fires of patriotism 
lighted as we stand together under the 
great flag of our nation. 

When ended all life’s battles, 

We're still to colors true, 

On our own soil we')l sleep then, 
Midst red and wistte and blue. 
With red hills and white cloudlets, 

With skies of azure hue, 
The grand old face of nature 
Wears red and white and blue! 

“We dedicate this memorial to the 
soldiers of the red, white and blue, 
who rest in peace, at home with God, 
and keep the stars of Heaven alight 
with their patriotism !”’

Reminiscences of Wilkes County 


Today is published the first instal- 
ment of a most interesting article by 
Miss Amnie M. Lane, of Washington, 
on “Reminiscences of Wilkes County, 
Georgia,” in which she gives many 
sidelights on the early history of that 
part of the state and its pioneer 
citizens. 

The rematader of the contribution 
will appear each week in short in- 
stalmeats until completed. It follows: 


Seated on the front veranda of my- 


home in Washington, Ga., surrounded 
by trees that have changed from the 
green hues of summer to the bright- 
est colors of brown and yellow of 
autumn; the rustling of the falling 
leaves und the warmth of the sun- 
shine lull me into a dreamy revery, 
and the thought comes to me: “Was 
our little town as pretty as it is to- 
day 100 years ago? Were the peo- 
ple who lived here then as carelessly 
happy as these who are passing along 
the street today?” It is a pity that 
the ruthless hand of time and prog- 
ress should wipe out the old land- 
marks and make legends of authentic 
history. 

From where I am seated I ean 
plaialy see the outlines of the brick 
inclosure around the grave of Mrs. 
Jesse Mercer, which is in a corner 
of the Baptist churchyard. 

Years ago it was evershadowed by 
the dark and graceful boughs of an- 
cient cedars, which in my childhood 
I have watched from the old church 
window, and it seemed to me that 
these old trees mourned when the 
wind mourned, and sighed whea the 
hush of night fell upon them to shel- 
ter the lone one mocking bird which 
always made its home there. Now, 
as I turn and look westward I see 
upon the summit of a hill overlooking 
our town “The Convent of St. Jo- 
seph,” once the home of Jesse Mercer. 
Between here and the convent, just 
two blocks from this imposing struc- 


ture, is where the Christian Index 
was published. I don’t think any 
spot in Georgia is so full of buried 
romance as the good old county of 
Wilkes. The money with which Mer- 
cer university was endowed and sus- 
tainei for many years came from 
Wilkes county, and was donated by 
the woman who quietly sleeps in yon- 
der churchyard. The Christian Index 
was also kept alive from the same 
source. 

I have written a series of articles 
for the “The American Journal of 
History” on old times in Wilkes coun- 
ty, and with their permission I will 
take a few facts from these and bind 
them together in a somewhat con- 
densed form. 

“I beg the reader to bear in mind 
that I do not project my memory 
over the dusty stretch of two cen- 
turies, for I am not a Methusalah, 
mor an Ananias, but the facts which 
I give the reliable—authenticated his- 
tory, taken from “‘Mallary’s History,” 
“Sherwood’s Story of Mercer’s Life,” 
as well as from personal letters writ- 
ten by Jesse Mercer and records of 
deeds in cur courthouse. 

The dates are true. Silas Mercer, 
the father of Jesse Mercer, was of 
Seotch descent, and moved to Geor- 
gia from North Carolina during the 
Revolutionary war, but when Wilkes 
county was so overrun by the tonies 
and red coats he fled to Halifax 
county in his own native state for 
safety. 

It was here that Jesse Mercer was 
born in December, 1769. At.the close 
of the war Silas Mercer returned to 
his farm seven miles south of Wash- 
ington, Ga., bringing with him Jesse 
Mercer, a lad of 13—it was here his 
early manhood days were spent, and 
it is on this plantation that Silas 
Mercer is buried; the place is known 
as the Ficklen plantation. as it was 
later owned by Dr. Fielding Ficklen.

‘Shows Importance 


Of Preserving 
Historic Records 


Dear Madam Regent: A work of vi- 
tal importance to the D. A. R. is that 
of historic research and preservation 
of records, and. the need is now. In 
a few years age and decay will make 
the work much harder, or a devastating 
fire will make it impossible. Every 
chapter is urged to help in this under- 
taking. 

First, for your benefit locally -we 
would suggest that -vou see that all 
your old county records in the court- 
house are bound, indexed and stored 
in a safe place; that you see that 
your local newspapers, old and cur- 
rent copies, are safely filed away, 
that you spend a few years in :2om- 
piling a small pamphlet to be taught 
in your city and county schools giv- 
ing the main historic facts about your 
county, its people and its resources ; 
that the child’s historic education may 
proceed from within to the larger 
world without; that you compile a 
scrap-book history of your chapter 
giving photographs of your regents 
and others, with a brief biographical 
sketch. Family trees should also be 
preserved by your chapter. The D. 

R. lineage books are a valuable 
acquisition, and can be secured from 
headquarters in Washington city. 

For the state D. A. R. my commit- 
tee is asking for unpublished rec- 
ords, such as abstracts of wills from 


your first county will books (copy of | 


names carefully giving witnesses, etc., 
and the book and page); marriage 
records from the very earliest to 1860, 
list of revolutionary soldiers who have 
lived or died in your county, and sol- 
diers of the war of 1812. Inscrip- 
tions from very old monuments in 
cemeteries and especially records from 
old family Bibles. Very important 
also are church records of marriages, 
christenings and. deaths, and old 
diaries when many names are men- 
tioned from time to time, and also 
letters written by early settlers, 

We would suggest that you appoint 
a small committee of sympathetic and 
painstaking workers and get the work 
in your county done during the shut- 
in days. of this winter. When it is 
in book form hundreds of men and 
women of our generation and genera- 
tions to come, with a new found pride 
in their ancestors will be grateful for 
the information you have preserved 
for them. 

A fresh stimulus to do this impor- 
tant work can be found in the volume 
issued by the Georgia D. A. R. in 
1926. “Historical Collections of Ga. 
D. A. R.” as a memorial to Mrs. W. 
L. Peel. If you have not seen a copy 
write for it now and after a care- 
ful examination present it é0 your 
local library or keep it on your chap- 
ter’s bookshelves for future reference. 
It can be secured by writing to Mrs. 
W. L. Dykes, 570 Ridgecrest roaal, 
Atlanta, Ga., and inclosing $3. 

The published records of Franklin 
county in this volume are a fine ex- 
ample of the kind of records wanted 
by this committee for publication, the 
form in which they are to be put, 
and the wealth of material stored in 
our county courthouses. Your rec- 
ords may not be of so large a quan- 
tity but they are equally as impor- 
tant. and in turn they will be publish- 
ed in a future volume. Now we 
are really working for a definite pur- 
pose. 

Remember you are preparing. ma- 
terial for publication, so be eareful of 
names and dates. Make three certi- 
fied copies of records on one Side of 
paper 81-2 by 11 inches, with one 
inch margin at the top and one and a 
half inch at the left side. Keep one 
copy for your chapter and send two 
copies to my address before March 1. 

If you have done any one or more 
of these tasks already report that also, 
that a record may be kept of each 
county. 

Let us make this year’s work for 
records one to be proud of.

“Speed” is the term which in one 
word summarizes the difference be- 
tween modern vaudeville and the old- 
time variety shows, according to Man- 
ager ©. Roltaire Eggleston, of the 
Keith-Albee Georgia theater, the city’s 
modern yaudeville house. 

In this year, the centennial ot 
vaudeville or variety shows, it is de- 
sirable to examine some of the things 
which have made vaudeville more 
prominent than its parent, the legiti- 
mite «drama. 

“The modern idea is swiftness and 
terseness. With only about 12 min. 
utes in the spotlighty glare, the mod- 
ern ey performer must tell his 
story in short, swift strokes, without 
any of the frills and flourishes so 
common to old-time dramatic produc- 
tions,” Mr. Kggleston said. 

“And this in itself was one reason 
for the inability of performers who 
were huge successes a decade ago to 
please the modern audience. They 
cannot accustom themselves to the 
dispatch with which offerings on the 
vaudeville stage are treated. Conse- 
quently, it is the younger and the 
newer performers who hold the cov- 
eted place in the vaudeville sun. 

Constantly Changing. 

“It is aptly termed variety, and it 
is not a variety of this or that par- 
ticular bill but a wwiftly changing 
variety of the years. Where is the 
yrofessional strong man of yesterday? 
When have you seen a plantation 
number, a rathskellar, or a “Flora 


dora” sextette number on a vaudeville | 


stage’. 

“Changing swiftly and 
even before the taste of the public be- 
comes apparent, vaudeville today is 
the stage of America.” Mr. Eggleston 
speaks from a background of mény 
years of theatrical experience. He 
nows the theater from both sides of 
the footlights, so to speak, having for 
1) years occupied a place in the 
Kéith-Albee hall of fame as a magi- 
cian, His services as a performer are 
augmented by many years of success- 
ful theater management, and, conse- 
quently, he is highly qualified to pass 
on the respective merits of variety, 
or vaudeville. 

Child of Drama. 

Variety is the child, rather the il- 
legitimate offspring of the drama. 
Since the middle of the 17th century 
short features were used between the 
acts of legitimate drama. At first it 
was a solitary singer, a dancer or a 
monologist. It later developed into 
troupes of varying sizes and 
acter. 

It was in 1826-'27, in the Lafay- 
ette theater in New York, that the 
suckling babe, variety, weaned itvell 
from the parent drama’s breast and 
became a more ow less sickly infant, 
and in 1830 variety was romping 
about firmly established. 

Phineas T. Barnum, the great cir- 
cus man was attracted to this type 
of showmanship. He established a 
house on Chatham street in 1 


char- 


overnight. |

exhibited therein one Joice Heth, a 
very old negress, who was George 
Washington's nurse, according to Mr. 
Barnum’s statement. This attraction 
was later augmented by a juggler and 
equilibrist, Signor Vilvallia. 
were added and this outfit tofired the 
country, being the forerunner of the 
circus, with which Barnum’s name is 
inseparably associated. 
Keith-Albee Formed. 

And so the variety shows existed 
in more or less precarious and un- 
couth forms until the advent of the 
80s, which period brought to vaude- 
ville its greatest influence to this 
time. In 1883 B. F. Keith opened a 
store show next to the old Adams 
house in Boston, where ideas were 
conceived which brought isto being 
vaudeville as it is recognized today: 
in 1885 Mr. Keith was joined by 
Kc. F. Albee, a former circus man, 
and the great present-day partnership 
of Keith-Albée was begun. 

Gustave Walters another pioneer in 
the business, launched the forerunner 
of the great Orpheum circuit, which 
is the finest vaudeville circuit in the 
country today, in 1886 when he open- 
ed the Orpheum theater in San 
Francisco. 

In rapid succession others came into 
the new venture. Poli, Murdock, Wil- 
mer and Vincent, Gus Sun and a 
score of others, the majority of whom 
are forgotten today, addcd their names 
to the list of pioneers. 

So, through an age of uncertainty 
and misunderstanding that every 
great yenture must pass, the offspring 
of drama assumed proportions § that 
dazzled its austere parent. 

Mogern Theater. 

We come to the modern vaudeville 
theater. A magnificent place that of- 
fers the ultimate in beauty and a com- 
fort that is club-like. The Keith- 
Albee Georgia, which ia the medern 
variety theater in Atlanta, cannot be 
surpassed in pure worth. The circuit, 
which plays the Georgia for 60 cents 
plays New York at $2.20 top. 

Modern dressing rooms and back- 
stage equipment provide the same de- 
gree of comfort for the performers 
that is accorded the pat¢cns. ‘This is 
beyond doubt the indication that va- 
riety vas prospered. ‘Ty «uote the 
rather facetious remark of one promi- 
nent vaudeville performer, “They 
built the box office first, then the au- 
ditorium, the foyer and the lounge 
rooms, ‘Then, when they made some 
money they built dressing rooms for 
the actors.” 

A new theater under construction 
next door to the Georgia is to play 
vaudeville. JToew will erect a modern 
theater here in the near future, which 
gives ample proof of the fact that va- 
riety has grown from a rather puny 
baby to a mighty influential giant in 
the amusement world. 

Vaudeville Uppermost. 

There is at present some bewailing 
of the fact that drama has been push- 
ed into an inferior place to vaudeville, 
but it is only the manifestation of

the present day desire for speed, 
briefneys and straight-to-the-point en- 
tertainment. Drama will always have! 
its clientele of faithful followers, but | 
to the mass of the people “the stage” | 
means vaudeville. 

In its hundred years of existence 
vaudeville has seen glorious days with 
still grehter times in store. The 
vaudeville spotlight now flickers on a 
mass of talent. And the centennial 
vaudeville celebrations is the herald 
of a new and a mightier era in the 
realm of the twice-and-thrice ‘daily.

French Foreign Legion 
Subject of ‘Beau Geste’ 


Now that “Beau Geste,” scheduted 
at Erlanger theater for the week of 
January 17, has brough the French 
Foreign Legion to the attention of 


America, and millions of theatergoers 
are familiar with the uniforms and 
equipment of legionnaires. a word 
about the origin of the Legion Etran- 
gere and its enviable military record 
may not be inappropriafe. 

As far back as the crusaders, French 
and « nglo-Saxon marched together and 
fought to save the world for Christ- 
ianity. This was the fighting body 
which, years, later, became known as 
the Legion Etrangere. 

Richard Coeur-de-Lion. Philip D’Aa- 
bigne, Broglie of Broglie; Rantzan, 
Lowendall, the duke of Berwick, John 
Hitton, the son of an African kimy, 
the Seottish Stuarts and many other 
knights and men of note were among 
the ancient soldiers of the Legion. 

Legion at Waterloo. 

The Foreign Legion was prominent 
in the glory and pomp of Napolean’s 
dazzling career. Eight regimencs, 
created after his return from Elba, 
shared the fate of the world’s great- 
est soldier at Waterloo. 

Following Napolean’s downfall, King 
Louis Phillippe, in 1830, officially 
created the Royal Foreign Legion “to 
offer refuge to those foreigners who 
by reason of the troubled state of 
Europe have come within our borders 
and whose presence, unemployed and 
harassed by necessity, may constitute 
a public danger.’ Later, 1831, the 
French Chamber of Deputies, decreed 
the Foreign Legion should not be em- 
ed on the soil of France, so the reg:- 
ment went to Africa, with headquar- 
ters at Sidibel-Abbe’s on the Algerian 
desert. Today there are close to 20,000 
members serving in its units, scattered 
from northern Africa to Tonkin in 
southeastern Asia. 3 

Patrick MacMahon, a descendant of 
the Irish kings, was lieutenant colonel 
of the Foreign Legion in 1842. During 
the Crimean war his troops were as- 
signed to the task of capturing Mali- 
koff. After hours of fighting to beat 
off the Russian counter-attacks, Mar- 
shal Pellisser, the French commander, 
sent MacMahon orders to retire. H2 
replied, “I will hold my ground, dead 
or alive.” He held. Ten times since, 
during its 96 years of existence hus 


j the legion been ordered to retreat. Ten 


times it has magnificently obeyed or- 
ders and refused. It doesn’t retreat. 
It stays and dies if need be. 

In 1859, MacMahon defeated the 
Austrians at Magenta. He was given 
the title of duke of Magenta and 
awarded the baton of a marshal of 
France. 

In Algeria, Mexico, Tunisia, Milia- 
nah, Kabylia, Morocco, Crimia., Italy 
and in France during the world war 
constitute the scenes of the legion’s 
most important activities. The world 
war emergency nullified the 1931 de- 
cree of the French chamber of depu- 
ties and allowed the legion to serve in 
France for the duration of the war. 
Its record during that period furnishes 
a brilliant chapter in French military 
history. A majority of veteran legion- 
naires were killed during those long 


years, among them. some of the finest 
blood of the allied forces. Alan Seegay, 
poet, was one, 


Personnel Varied. 

The world war, being a national 
emergency, the. legion’s personnel at 
that time was made up, in the major- 
ity, of a high type of men who wanicd 
to fight for love of France, hate of 
Germany or just because they wanted 
to be “in the swim.” At the other, 
less harried, times, thieves, murderers, 
“gentlemen rankers out on a spree, 
damned from here to eternity; cap- 
tains of causes lost. the disheartenel, 
the unemployed, millionaires, paupers, 
college professors, clergymen, and ev- 
ery other conceivable type of human- 
ity are in it® ranks.

Except during the world war, there 
never has been more than five or six 
Americans serving in the legion.

He was willing they should 
be neutral—who had not the courage 
to stand up for their convictions... . 
They never would patch their clothes. 
They did no fatigue duty they could 
dodge. They carried grenades in one 
pocket and books in another, and only 
saluted officers when the sweet notion 
moved them.” 

This belligerant attitude is undoubt- | 
edly an important reason why most | 
Americans come to grief after a shurt 
period of legion enlistment. 

There are two views of the Legion 
Etrangere. Maurice Magnus’ “Memoirs 
of the Foreign Legion” describes tbe 
revolting life led by the legion’s dregs 
in such detail that Knopf had to ven- 
sor the original manuscript. This book 
is by “a successful deserter, a natural 
great-grandson of Kaiser Freidrich 
Wilhelm.” 

The other view, as in “Beau Geste,” 
emphasizes wild adventure, the thrills 
of love, courage and self-sacrifice, aad 
subordinates the terrible realities of 
dirt, disease, brutality and utter weari- 
ness which, with the sun, cause desert 
macness. 

Every story has two sides, however, 
and Major Percival C. Wren, author 
of “Beau Geste,” and Herr Magnus 
differ only in their point of view.

Federation at Conference

“That it is necessary for the 
American people, both ‘men and 
women, to familiarize themselves with 
national and international affairs, and 
to create a public sentiment for a 
peaceful solution of national and in- 
ternational disputes and differences 
rather than to resort to war, and to 
elect leaders who will substitute peace- 
ful methods for the solution of prob- 
lems, was the thought most forcibly 
impressed on the delegates to the re- 
cent peace conference held in Wash- 
ington,” says Mrs. David Nachman, 
who represented the clubwomen of 
Georgia at the conference. Nine wom- 
en’s organizations were represented at 
the conference organization whose 
membership amounts to several mil- 
lions. There were 350 delegates pres- 
ent and at each session there were at 
least 500 in attendance, among them 
many notable and distinguished men 
ase well as women who came to the 
jaiierences during the five days’ 
sessions. 

Mrs. Nachman says that there was 
no intention expressed at the confer- 
ence of urging disarmament on the 
United States government unless all 
other nations disarm, that the most 
ardent advocates for peace did‘ not de- 
sire to sea the government unprotect- 
ed at any time, and the general be- 
lief expressed that disarmament can 
only come by a universal agreement 
in this direction. 

War Prevention Methods. 

The conference stressed four meth- 
ods by which they believe that war 
can be prevented, namely: 

An international code of law; the

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The League of Nations was highly 
commended at the conference, and one 
of the interesting speeches heard, Mrs. 
Nachman says, was given by a well- 
known American who had spent the 
past summer in Geneva, and who re- 
lated to the conference many highly 
interesting examples of the way the 
league is functioning, 
cessful manner in which it has al.- 
ready prevented the settlement of dis 
putes on foreign soil by war, although 
as the speaker impressed upon them, 
the league is still in its infancy and 
will accomplish much more with each 
year’s existence. 

An outstanding occasion during the 
conference was the “Philippine morn- 
ing“ when two natives spoke elo- 
quently for self-government and a 
number of strong speeches were made, 
one against the independence of the 
islands, by the republican congress 
man from: Massachusetts, and one for 
independence, .by Representative Gil- 
bert, of Kentucky, democrat.

Primarily Christianity is described as 
“A belief in the personal revelation 
of God through Jesus Christ with 
such religious corollaries ‘thereto as 
have been shown to be of moral 
power and in accord with reality.” 

Ideas of the atonement are not to 
be held which are orary expres- 
sions springing out of a Particular so- 
cial or political condition. 

ist. There was the ransom the- 
ory according to which Christ was 
given as a ransom to Satan for men. 
It was a divine stratagem by which 
Satan was cheated, since he could not 
hold Jesus. The theory was made 
possible by the military custom of 
paying a ransom for captives. - This 
theory prevailed from Trenacas to 
Gregory the Great. 

2nd. There was the Satisfaction 
theory of Anselm. In sinning against 
an infinite Being, man incurs an in- 
finite debt. which only a God-man can 
pay. The theory sprang out of the 
feudal ideas of the honor which a 
vassal owes his feudal lord, and the 
necessity of other satisfaction or pun- 
ishment for every offense. In the 
18th century the theory was develop- 
ed in commercial terms. Man must 
pay the debt owed to God or some 
one else must pay it. The merits of 
Christ were transferred to us. The 
theory is expressed in the familiar 
hymn, ‘Jesus Paid It All.” 


3rd. There is the -governmental 
theory of Grotias, a justice satisfying 
theory of the atonement. 

Christ suffered as an example to 
uphold the majesty of the divine law 


which demanded that punishment be 
inflicted. 


It is not possible for the modern 
mind to accept that idea of justice. 
This theory was developed in the po- 
litical atmosphere of the rise of na- 
tions and kings and their government. 

4th. There is the moral influence 


theory of the atonement. The sub- 
lime example of Christ’s heroic suf- 
fering would melt the hard hearts of 
men. This théory does not accord 
With the greatness of Christ’s person- 
ality, since his life was more than the 
life of a hero and his death was more 
than the death of a martyr. This 
conception of the atonement has been 
held along with the Socivian or Uni- 
tarian idea of Jesus. 


’ 5th. There is the true idea of the 
atonement in the light of the fatherly 
love of God. Suffering is a fact in 
the life of God. He is the Supreme 
Sufferer. Only He who can be hurt 
by our sin can save us by His suffer- 
ing love. ‘‘In-all their afflictions He 

was afflicted.” The suffering of the 
atonement was not substitutionary but 
vicarious. 


In the main with the revelation 
through Christ as our standard, it ts 
not so much the falseness as the im- 


perfection of the _ historic creeds 
which is corrected. They do not 
state a positive Christian doctrine 


which is necessary for our day. 


Men have recited all the creeds and 
yet believed in human slavery in ih- 
dustrial oppression in the deep cleav- 
age of caste and class lines, and in 
the dark butchery of war. We have 
dealt with philosophical watch-words 
and with historical] statements which 
have been undermined by science in- 
Stead of the eternal truths which 
Jesus preached and for which He 
lived and died. 

Where does a creed stress the 
fatherly love of God, the brotherhood 
of man, the universal missionary mis- 
sion of Jesus and the divine law of 
service? 

There are the positive results 
which follow the clear and high stand- 
ard of Christ. 

A suggestion has just been made 
touching the true nature of the atone- 
ment, and it is also true that every 
doctrine must be interpreted in the 
light of the fatherly love of God as 
revealed in Jesus Christ. 

Repentance, faith, salvation, im- 
mortality, human loss and ruin, all 
must be understood in the light of this 
central sun. God is love, and every 
conception of cruelty is alien to a 
truly Christian creed. Men are broth- 
ers and kindness, not revenge, is the 
Christian law of life. 

The picture of a military Christ 
trampling on the prostrate and bleed- 
ing bodies of his enemies, though held 


by the ultra orthodox is not Christian. 
Only that theology is Christ-like 
which believes that God is like Jesus. 
Does God need to be placated? What 
of the doctrine of reconciliation? The 
New Testament Scriptures always 
speak of reconciling man to God. 
The creeds speak of reconciling God 
to man. God must be aperfectly

If theology is to the Christian free- 
dom of thought must be allowed to 
the Christian. “If the Holy Spirit is 
to lead the believer into - all truth, 
there must be liberty for such guid- 
ance.”’

B—iyi ceive through the’ fog and 
dust of other years a great 
parade of painters filing past 
in review—all are there— 
Michelangelo, Raphael, 
Whistler, Rubens, Leonardo, Gains- 
borough, Velasquez and on to lesser 
greats—none is missing. Giotto and 
Cimabue are in the lead—they are the 
flag-bearers. To them goes the credit 
of being the first to breathe the spirit 
of life into. canvas figurés. 

“Is this one of the fifty-two great- 
est paintings?”’ queried little Mary in 
the other office, as she Pointed to 
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Giotto’s masterpiece, ‘‘Flight Into 
Egypt.”’ Her tone implied a lack of 
judgment on the part of the art direc- 
tors. Then dejectedly she added, 
“The figures look stiff, I like Ra- 
phael’s style better.” 

To play favorites is to work an in- 
justice. I answered in the affirma- 
tive and admitted the superiority of 


JRaphael’s works, but consider this, a 


mighty span of two-hundred years 
separated the two. ’Tis easier to crit- 
icize than to create. Raphael was 
great because Giotto went before. He 
improved upon Giotto’s style. Glory 
and credit must ever go to the one 
recognized ‘‘the first.” 

Glance back into history’s pages 
and you'll find the Santa Maria and 
the Clermont spelled.in bigger type 
than the Leviathan. Yet, from a 
Standpoint of splendor and comfort 
there is no comparison, but credit 
goes to them because they were the 
first. : 


“Flight Into Egypt,” one of the 
many scenes depicting the life of 
Christ which Giotto painted in the 
Arena Chapel, Padua, Italy, is con- 
sidered the grandest of the group. The 
story has often been told. Joseph and 
Mary, heeding the advice of the An- 
gel, fled with the Christ Child into the 
land of Egypt, before the merciless 
Herod’s preposterous edict, which 
called for the killing of all boy babies 
under two years of age, could reach 
its objective. ‘‘Uneasy lies the head 
that wears a crown.”’ Herod, sensing 
the semblance of truth in the per- 
sistent rumors of a new king’s being 
born, suffered not the consequence to 
secure his throne. 

Giotto di Bondone (Jot-toe dée 
Bon-doe-nay) was born’ fourteen 
miles from Florence, about the year 
1266. Little is known of his early 
youth. At the age of ten, (this was 
about. the time of Dante’s first meet- 
ing with fair Beatrice) the boy with 


te 
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his father’s permission, was appren- 


ticed to Cimabue, recognized as the 
greatest painter of his day. 
The genius so apparent in latter 


years was visible from the start. Ever 
precocious and willing, the boy climb- 
ed, unchecked, steadily up the ladder 
of fame. His progress was amazing- 
brilliant, and ere long he was teach- 
ing the teacher. 

The flower of painting took root 
in the latter part of the thirteenth cen- 
tury when Giotto’s genius, matured 
and spread its pollen on the stigma of 
the Renaissance when the flower 
bloomed in full. He died in 1337, in 
his 7ist year. More than a century 
later Lorenzo the Magnificent, placed 
a marble bust over the grave of the 
great painter and on it was carved 
this epitaph: “Il am  Giotto—what 
need is there to tell of my work? 
long as verse lives my name shall en-

A Business Pass 
is a pass made by 
the partner of a 
player who has 
doubled  informa- 
torily; the informa- 
tory double having 
been made, of 
course, with the ex- 
pectation that the partner of the dou- 
bler would bid. When a No Trump 
is doubled, the double announces that 
the doubler has a No Trump also and 
probably a stronger one than the bid- 
der; it takes more strength ta justify 
an informatory double than it does to 
warrant the original bid of one No 
Trump. When a suit-bid is doubled, 
the doubler announces strength and 
at least three cards in each of the 
other three suits; the probability of 
weakness and shortness in the suit 
that is doubled is also suggested but 
not guaranteed. 


The idea in doubling is that the 
partner will bid a long suit and that 
the doubling hand can support it with 
satisfactory results. Should the inter- 
vening adversary bid, the partner of 
the doubler is relieved of his respon- 
sibility and need not take out the dou- 
ble by bidding; but the great bugbear 
of informatory doubling has been the 
ignorant or foolish partner who leaves 
the doublef in the lurch by passing 


{ 


when a bid is the one and only thing 
of value he can contribute to the part- 
nership enterprise. The informatory 
doubler of a suit-bid whose partner 
with a bust ‘‘passes out on him,’’ is in 


- about the same comfortable position 


as a swimmer who dives into a tank 
without noticing that it is waterless. 


Cases arise in which suit doubles, 


instead of being taken out in some 


other suit, are taken out with a No 
Trump, and cases in which No Trump 


doubles are taken out with two No® 


Trumps; but these No Trump take- 
outs are not particularly frequent, and 
the opportunities for successful Busi- 
ness Passes still less so. But ‘‘Busi- 
ness Chances”’ do turn up every now 
and then, and full advantage should 
be taken of them when they occur. 


A Business Pass is exactly what the 
doubler does not expect; but if the 
player who makes it be dependable, 
it is the declaration which the doubler 
should welcome the most heartily. 
The Business Pass says: ‘‘Partner, in 
spite of the fact that your double asks 
for a take-out, my hand ts so strong 
that | am satisfied we can severely de- 
feat the declaration and obtain a large 
penalty with our combined strength.”’ 


Many more Business Passes follow 
a double of one No Trump than a 


‘double of one of a suit. The doubler 


of the No Trump announces strength 
for the declaration he is doubling; the 
doubler of the suit is usually very 
short in that suit and sometimes ab- 
solutely void of it. Therefore: In 
the No Trump case, when the Busi- 
ness Pass is made, both partners are 


strong in the doubled declaration; but Clubs would be a serious error; either 


if a Business Pass be made after a 
suit-double, only the passer has pre- 
sumable strength in the prospective 
trump-suit. 


As I have pointed out, the weak- 
ness pass of an informatory double is 
anything but . good  business—the 
greater the weakness the more im- 
portant the take-out — but with 
strength, when the doubled declara- 
tion is No Trump, or two or three of 
a suit, gratifying results are often ob- 
tained by it. The hand cited last week 
is an illustration of this. South 
(Dealer) bids No Trump, West dou- 
bles, North passes, East holds: 

Sp.: x-x. Ht.: x-x-x. Dia.: King- 
Queen-10-x. Cl.: Ace-Queen-10-x. 
East should take the contract himself 
by bidding two No Trumps, or play 
for a large penalty by making a Busi- 
ness Pass. Playing the rubber game, 
it might be better for him to bid two 
No Trumps and cinch the rubber; on 
either of the first two games of a rub- 
ber, or playing Duplicate or Progres- 
sive, he should pass. This is because 
the nubber game, after each side has 
won a game, is apt to be worth more 
than a penalty; while the penalty 
will probably be worth more than win- 
ning. a non-rubber game. The No 
Trump bidder in the hand given 
above is sandwiched between’ two 
strong hands. North must have a bust 
as three strong hands are all that can 
be formed from the high cards in one 
pack; therefore a Business Pass must 
leave South in an unenviable position. 
For East to bid two Diamonds or two 


bid would compel the doubler to as- 
sume that East held the bust, with the 
probabje result.that a Minor contract 
would be played at which game would 
not be obtained. It is a case for either 
two No Trumps or the Business Pass; 
nothing else should be considered. 


The other hand I gave last Sunday 
was as follows: 

Sp.: Jack-9-x-x-x. Ht.: x-x-x.. Dia. : 
x-x-x. Cl.: x-x. In that case the bid- 
ding was supposed to have heen: 
South one ‘Spade. West double, 
North pass, and the question was 
what. East should do with the above 
holding. — 

This is a hand to test the nerve of 
a player in the East position. With a 
practically trickless hand, a take-out 
is unescapable; and East’s only suit 
of over three cards is the one in which 
the partner has announced probable 
weakness by a double. The unsteady 
player is apt to reason: ‘‘Why not 
pass and permit the adversaries to 
play with their declaration doubled? 
I can take a trump trick or two, my 
partner will take a flock of side tricks 
and we will defeat them; whereas, 
should I. bid anything, we would 
probably be defeated. This is fal- 
lacious reasoning because, even 
against the strength which may be 
credited to a dependable doubler, the 
Declarer would be more apt to make 
than lose his doubled contract. The 
pass would enable him to locate most 
of the adverse trumps in East’s hand 
and he would. manipulate his play ac- 
cordingly.

Self the problem was a difficult and serious 
one. For the far famed river Tiber was only 
a mean and muddy brook and besides it was 
the town sewer. Fresh water therefore had 
to he brought from the distant mountains 
and had to be carried by aqueducts as lead 
pipes and bronze ones, although known, 
were too expensive to be generally used. 
The first of those aqueducts were con- 
structed in the fourth century before our era. 
From then on as the town grew larger and 
larger more and more aqueducts were added 
at the raté of one for every fifty years.
